Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, paragraph 

The amendment filed on May 29, 2007 does not place the application in better form for appeal by 
materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal in that claim 8 still contains new matter. 

Independent claim 1 sets forth a spectral dispersion system and means for selecting Raman 
energy. See lines 3 and 4 of claim 1 . In the specification/drawings the spectral dispersion system is 
designated by the reference numeral 20 and means for selecting Raman energy is designated by the 
reference numeral 23. See lines 30 and 33 on page 3 of the specification and Fig. 4 of the drawings. The 
means for selecting Raman energy (23) includes the holographic filter (28) for blocking the wavelength of 
excitation (lines 24-25 on page 4 of the specification), not the spectral dispersion system as set forth in 
dependent claim 8. Claim 8 introduces new matter into the disclosure of the invention. Along with not 
being consistent with the specification and the drawings, claim 8 is inconsistent with dependent claim 3.
